After hearing an impassioned argument by defense coun- 
cil which made a profound impression on a' packed court- 
room, Judge Kaufman reserved his decision on the motion 
for a change of sentence. During his arguments with the 
defense. Judge Kaufman staled that if the defense wished to 
have recourse to the final authority, the President of the 
United States, in case he rejected the motion for a change 
of sentence, he would arrange that there would be enough 
time to see the President. 

Along w'ith Dr. Urey’s plea for clemency there wero 
similar pleas by Dr. Hillel Silver, noted Ralibi, and Dr. Harf 
hlv Shapley of Harvard Uni\’ersity.
